2.The ſecond thing wherin a naturall death conſiſt- 
eth,was in a privation of ſenſe;ſo alſo is it inthe Spi- 
ricualldeath ; for their hearts are ſtrong and cannot be 
moved : although I deny not but ſometime they may 
 havealittle griping of conſcience, and ſenſe of. Gods 
judgement, ;which naturally ariſeth from canſcience ; 
but they never have any reall and true fecling of it.

ward. This is a fault uſuall amongſt young men,and ſuch 
as preſnme of their ſtrength ard ability of nature to 
live a great while,they find nature ſtrong in them, and 
therfore put offrepentance till they be ficke, and age 
bring them to thinke of death : bur let ſuch conſider 
that they are dead already, and repentance is a putting 
ofa new life into them ; Doſt thouthinke it is: in thy 
Power to create a new life in thee when thou art dead? 
Surely, no more is it in thy powerto repent when thow 
wouldeſt. Hereby the Divell entrappeth many, in

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putting this conceit into them, that they may: repent 
when they will ; and this he tringeth rhem unto, by

I call it an An- 
tipathy when a mans ſtomack riſeth againſt a thing, 
and he knoweth not wherfore ; ſo they hate good- 
nefle, meerly out ofa natarall abhorring of the thing 
it ſelfe, althongh they pretend ſome cauſe for which 
they hate it, They diſtaſte holineſle of life, and for no 
Juſt cauſe ; if it be you diſtaſte ſuch men as profeſle 
an holy and pure converſation, only becauſe they 
do not conforme ( as ſome pretend ) why do you 
diſtaſte thoſe alſo that do contorme ? If you diſlike 
the Profeſſours of an holy life, becauſe of the hypocri- | 
fie they have found in them, as ſome have not ſtood 
to ſay, why do you alſo diſlike thoſe that you are 
ſure are no hypocrites ? They cannot define the holy 
man they hate, but haye a ſecret raturall hatred to

The Divell will ſuffer youto 
purpoſe, and purpoſe to doe this duty, but keepes 
you from the execution of it, and preſent practice 
whichis that only which may do the deed.

But here ſome man will be ready to obje& and ſay, 
Afficions often humble us, therfore it is not the Law 
thar doth it, 

Tothis J anſwer, Affiiftions,as the Plow,make way, 
but it is the ſeed of the Law ſown in our hearts that 
muſt hamble us : indeed thoſe notions which they had 
before arc in afflitions made to ſeem otherwilſe thau 
before:but we mult take heed that afflitions cauſe not 
worldly ſorrow, for that is the applying of the corro- 
five to a whole place, | | 

Now you mnt know that there is an extraordinary 
humiliation which Gad at ſome times works in ſome 
men;zwe urge not to that, ( God works that in whom 
he pleaſeth,and intendeth ro make extraordinary) we 
urgeto the ordinary humiliation. Now the means to 
attain thart,are theſe five : 

The firſt means to attain humiliation,is,To enter in- 
to a ſerious conſideration of our cftate,as the Prodigall 
Son did;he is ſaid, Ls.

1 Civility ; this Glo-worm of civility ſo glittereth 
in the dark,that wethink it to be a true ſpark of grace, 
but where the ſpirit ſhines we ſhall find it falſe: and as 
the Divell deludeth Witches, in giving them leaves in | 
ſead of filver and gold;fo doth he deale with thee here, | 
for except there be a {upernaturall frame of thy heart, | 
there is not cauſe of comfort notwithtanding all thy | 
civility: nd therfore thon mult be ſure to have ſome- | 
thing in thee more than nature, for civility will not |
